$500,000,000 pdayroll boost. 


The federal wage-hour law ap- 


plies to employees engaged in or 
producing 
goods for 
interstate 


commerce, and requires a minium- 
urn of $1 an hour overtime pay of 
time and one-half the employee's 
regular rate for all hours over 40 
in a;, workweek. 


The new law also reauires 
f» 


minimum age of 16 years in gen- 
eral employment and 18 years In 
hazardous

Loan Available 


Secretary of Agriculture 
Ezra 


Taft Benson has authorized special 
farm operating loans for eligible 
farmers in 
Hempstead County, 


W. M. Sparks, County FHA Sup- 
ervisor for the Farmers 
Homa 


Administration said today. 


The action was taken under Pub- 


lic Law 
727, 83rd Congress, as 


amended. The law provides for 
making special loans for agricul- 
tural purposes where there is 
a 


need for agricultural credit 
that 


cannot be met for a 
temporary 


period from commercial tanks, 
cooperative lending agencies, the 
Farmers Home Administration un- 
der its regular program, or through 
other types of emergency loans. 


Applications for the loans pan 


be made at the local county office 
located at Hope, through June 30, 
1950, Mr. Sparks said. 


The loan funds may be used to 


meet normal operating expenses, 
but not for repayment of existing 
debts. The applicant must be pri- 
marily engaged in farming 
and 


have suitable experience and rea- 
sonable prospects for success 
in 


the farming operations he plans to 
carry on with the loan. 


Thv interest rale is 3 
percent. 


Repayments are scheduled accord- 
ing to the borrower's ability to re- 
pay. However, loans for crop pro- 
duction are usually scheduled for 
repayment when the income from 
the crops is normally 
received. 


The operating loans are secured 
by liens on crops and, when neces- 
sary, by lien on other property, No 
loans can exceed $15,000 and 
no 


loan can' be made 
which would 


cause the total indebtedness of the 
borrower for this type of credit to 
exceed $20,000.

The latter, said Eisenhower—he'd 
only been kidding. 


But he sounded a somber—and, 


as it turned out, prophetic—note 
at a meeting with some 
Ohio 


•backers Aug.- 3. He spoke of his

physical erosion that a president 
suffers. No man, he recalled, has 
reached 70 in the White House. He 
himself would be 70 three months 
befor ethe end of 
a second term. 


Less than two months later, he

Though much had been taken, 


much abided—particularly around 
the stomach—though I might not 
be able to throw a football

yards, I sure threw an important- 
looking silhouette. 
There was one big disappoint- 


ment in the day, however. 
In 


earlier years I started the cus- 
tom of kissing all the girls in the 
office on my birthday.
